There was some suggestion that Bul- 
garian troops at one time had entered 
Greek territory. The Bulgarian gov- 
ernment appealed. to the League of 
Nations, of which both countries are 
members, and the League has sum. 
moned both governinents to send rep- 
resentatives to state their case. The 
military action appears to be slacken- 
ing, and in all probability a real war 
will be avoided. The responsibility 
for this crisis almost certainly lies 
with the Macedonian ‘revolutionainy 
committee, which exists in Bulgaria, 
and whose object ia to keep up con- 
tinuous conflict and trouble in what 
is now Greek or Serbian Macedonia,

is quite impossible for any one of the 
countries to make a completely justi- 
fied claim to {ts posgession. In addl- 
tion to the action of the Macedonian 
committee, there is the traditifoma 
hostility between Greeks and Bulgars, 
whose frontier patrols are always 
ready to take advantage of any op- 
portunity for attacking one another. 
For the time being there does not ap- 
pear to be any Great Power sufficient- 
ly interested to encourage the small 
Balkan nations to engage in a pro- 
longed war. 

According to the latest news, the 
League of Nations sent a 24-hour ul- 
timatum to both Greece and Bulgaria 
ordering them to withdraw — their 
troops within their respective front- 
fers, and Greece has replied that she 
will do so. Bulgaria had already with- 
drawn her troops before the Greek ad- 
vance, A considerable amount of dam- 
age appears to have been caused to 
several Bulgarian villages by Greek 
artillery fire, and there was a consid- 
erable exodus of the Bulgarian popu- 
lation before the Greek advance, with 
no little hardship’ to the refugees. 

The revolt against the French in 
Syria - seems to have ‘suddenly flared 
up quite seriotsly, Tt had been thought 
that' the Druse’ tribesmen ‘had been 
virtually subdued, again, hut a sudden 
j-attack on Damascus énabled them to 
get possession of part of the city, and 
the French had to bombard it with ar- 
tillery before they could regain pos- 
session. A large part of the city is 
reported to have been either destroyed 
or badly damaged im the fighting. 
Owing to the presence of large num- 
bers of Americans ‘im Damascus, 
whose lives were in danger from the 
fighting, two American destroyers 
have been sent to Syria in order to 
remove refugees if the situation be- 
comes even more serious. 

Although it was expected that large 
operations in Morocco had ended for 
the winter, the French have been con- 
ducting some minor attacks on moun- 
tainous positions in the Riff country 
in which they appear to have gradu- 
aly reduced a number of such posi- 
tions and inflicted considerable loss 
on the Moors, 

There have been some_ reports 
reaching London that in spite of de- 
feats in the main campaign, the Riffs 
are managing to inflict minor re- 
verses on the French and Spaniards 
in small skirmishes, but these reports 
are not very definitely authentic. 

A curious incident has taken place 
in connection with the liquor smugeg- 
ling traffic for New York. The United 
States liner Leviathan was entering 
the tharbor when a small rum running 
ship came up alongeide and attempted 
to enter the harbor unnoticed behind 
the shelter of the Leviathan. A coast 
guard patrol boat saw the rum run- 
ner and opened fire on her with ma- 
chine guns. The bullets from these 
flew over the decks of the Leviathan 
and forced the crew to take refuge 
by lying on the decks. The rum run- 
ner succeeded in dodging aroun? the 
Leviathan and = escaping. There is 
some suggestion that regular convoys 
of coast guard patrols may accompany 
liners into New York ‘to guard against 
a repetition of the manoeuvre, 

It is reported that Japan is watch- 
ing with great anxiety the crisis in 
China, where another campaign be- 
tawween Chang-Tso-Ling, the governor 
of Manchuria, and his opponents, 
headed by General Wu Pei Fu and 
Feng Yu Tsieng, appears to be immi- 
nent. Chang Tso Ling being more or 
less a nominee of Japan, his defeut 
would endanger the Japanes hold on 
Manchuria and might force Japan to 
take military measures to protect that 
hold. . 

In China the fighting between the 
rival Chinese forces seems to be go- 
ing against Chang-Tso-Ling, the Man- 
churian leader. 

Mrs. D. J. Akeley, of the Brooklyn 
Museum of Arts and Science, has suc- 
ceeded in crossing .Africa alone, start- 
ing from the east coast and reaching 
the west coast on the mouth of the 
Congo river. She took nearly a year 
for the journey, and had a number of 
very narrow escapes from death from 
wild iamimals and natives. 

A tremendous cyclone has swept 
over the Persian Gulf and it is thought 
that over 40 ships have been sunk 
and 1,000 lives lost. 

Three German nationalist ministers 
have resigned from the Cabinet as a 
protest against the Locarno Security 
agreement, but the Cabinet at presen! 
intends to continue in office without 
them. Itlis not yet clear if this wil! 
seriously endanger the present Gov- 
ernment, but German feeling on ‘the 
whole seems likely to sunport the 
agreement in spite of the extreme 
Nationalista. 

‘An international conference to con- 
sider the revision of the customs 
tariff is being held in Pekin, tha 
Chinese capital. A mob of students 
attempted to’ storm the building to 
interrupt the conference, but was

PROPOSED FLOUR MILL 
FOR RED DEER 


Board of ‘Trade Supports Prononat” 


‘Last Saturday a meeting of the 
Board of Trade was held to coneider 
the proposal to establish a flour mill 
in Red Deer. Mr. Trickey, of Toronto, 
who has had long experience tn the 
business and has established a num- 
ber of mills in Canada, thas offered to 
build such a mill in Red Deer to cost 
$25,000, if the Red Deer district can 
raise $7,500 to be lent ag a first mort- 
gage on the security of the mill. A 
committee appointed by the Board of 
Trade had investigated the proposal 
and reportéd in favor of it, and Mr 
Stephenson read several ‘letters from 
millproprietors in Saskatchewan fav- 
oring the scheme. Samples of the 
flour were produced and compared 
with standard brands and found to b

CONTINENT-WIDE PHONE 
SERVICE 

With due ceremony, the inaugura- 
tion of the continent-wide phone ser- 
vice from Alberta was celebrated the 
past week, when Governor Breti of 
Alberta conversed over the long dis- 
tance phone with state heads in the 
states of Montana, Colorado and Ari- 
zona, and with Chief Justice Anglin, 
alt Ottawa, Canada. The  inaugura- 
tion of this service, by which Alberta 
telephone subscribers will be uble to 
| converse’ with any point in United 
States and with many points in Past- 
ern Canada and on the coast, was 
made possible by the co-overation of 
the Mountain States Telephone Co. 
with the Alberta Government Tele- 
phones. Repeaters have been in- 
stalled at Lethbridge, Calgary and 
Medicine Hat, and copper circuits set 
up from Lethbridge to the boundary 
of Montana, linking up with copper 
circuits extended north from Shelby, 
Montana. This has made possible the 
connection with the transcontinental 
system in the States. 

In connection with the historical 
step taken this week by the Alberta 
Government Telephones, lit is inter- 
esting to note that long distance ser- 
vice in the province has grown from 
1,000,000 calls to 2,500,000 calls in the 
past ten years, and that in that time 
the revenue from long distance has 
grown from $393,000 per annum tto 
over $1,000,000 per annum.

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“SOLOMON ISLANDS 


Narrated by F., de’C, Callender. 
About 15 years,.ago I received ‘an 


appointment to go out:to the Solomon 
‘Islands as manager of the estates of 


a_ British trading company ‘in those 
islands and I accordingly sailed from 
London for Sydney - im, Australia. 
There I met the Australian partner 
of the company and was informed 
by him that the steamer for the {isl- 
ands would not leave for a. week or 
so and that he would be glad to have 
me come with him to his country 
home in the’ Blue Mountains. 

The Blue Mountains are about an 
hour’s rum by rail from Sydney, and 
once arrived at the house I found that 
the- situation was extraordinarily 
beautiful, the windows of the ‘house 
looking out on to a sep, of mountains 


various fires, and giving their name 
to the mountains. 

I hada very comfortable week 
there, in which time my employer 
gave me a considerable amount of in- 
formation respecting my work and 
the islands in which it had to be done.

_In fact, there was a pretty close asso- 


ciation between the company and the 
missionaries who worked in the isl- 
ands. 

After a week in the mountains we 
went back to Sydney’ and took the 
steamer for the Solomon Islands, 
travelling via Brisbane in Queens- 
land. It wag not an enjoyable voy,- 
age, as the steamer was small and 
the seas rough, so that we rolled bad- 
ly. However, I was not by any means 
new to the sea, and I stood the rough 
weather better than most of the other 
passengers. ‘It took about a week to 
get from Australia to the Solomon 
Islands, and we fina¥ly arrived at the 
4giand which is the government. head- 
quarters. The islands at that time 
were shared between Germany and 
Great Britain. Since the Great War 
the whole of the islands have been 
annexed by Great Britain. The Brit- 
ish Government was represented by 
® commissioner with a small white 
staff. . We left the steamer at the 
island on which the commissioner’s 
residence is placed and stayed there 
for two or three days before leaving 
for the island in which the headquar- 
ters of the company were situated. 
fn order to get there, we embarked in 
the company’s auxiliary schooner, a 
small two-masted boat with an aux 
iliary off engine. She had a crew 
normally of eight, including the com- 
pany’s manager, the skipper, and the 
engineer, who were white men, the 
other five being Solomon Islanders 
belonging to the Polynesian race. 
She was just big enough to carry such 
a crew comfortably, and a certain | 
amount of cargo. We arrived in her 
safely at the headquartera of the 
company which was on a tiny island 
named Oalo. Why the headquarters 
had been put on this island it was a

it was so small 
right round its shore in three minutes, 
and it was so flat and little raised 
above the level of the gea that a tidal 
wave of any magnitude would certain- 
ly have swept clean over it. The 
company’s buildings on the island 
were quite comfortable and well fit- 
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ted up...I had a bungalow all to my- 
self with about five rooms and a large 
enclosed verandah at the back, but 
the company’s. commissariat arrange- 
ments were ..exceedingly. bad. When 
I arrived there I found the company’s 
staff, which numbered some 10 or 12 
white men, living: almost entirely on 
canned food_brought from Australia, 
in spite of the fact that there was no 
difficulty whatever in growing all the 
vegetables and fruit that they could 
have used and in keeping poultry and 
domestic animals to supply their fur- 
ther needs. This white staff consist- 
ed of clerks, store-keepers, and en- 
gineer, carpenter, surveyor and one 
or two others. The manager of the 
company on the spot, whom I was to 
replace, was confined to his bed at 
the time -of my arrival, and quite 
gerlously ill, largely, I think, on ac- 
count of the unsuitable food which he 
and the others of the company’s staff 
had been eating That this sort of 
food was quite unnécessary as well 
as unsuitable was proved by the fact 
that other companies in the islands, 
which had been longer established, 
had etarted fruit and vegetable grow- 
ing, and had imported poultry, and 
were so able to keep their staffs sup- 
plied with fresh food in ample quan- 
tity. In addition to the white staff 
there was a large number of native

I was introduced to the’ system 
somewhat vividly soon after I ar- 
rived, A tall native came up one day 
to the retiring manager while I was 
talking to hjm. He was one of the 
armed guards, and the manager said 
to me, “You had better shake handae 
with this man, as he is a murderer,” 
and he then explained to me the man’s 
story. He had owned one or two pigs 
on the island, and one night a woman 
,from the forest had stolen one of 
, these pigs and taken it away into the 
forest. How he discovered her and 
how he tracked her I do not know, 
but he did do it, and duly murdered 
{her and returned with the pig. The 
! relatives of the deceased naturally 
: vowed vengeance on him, and he was 
, Perfectly aware of the fact that ‘but 
for the protection of the whites his 
fe on the {sland was not worth a 
moment’s purchase. This fact made 
,him an enthusiastic and watchful de- 
, fender of the whites, and he was, in 
fact, one of the most valuable men in

me on this occasion the retiring man- 
ager, who himself acted as skipper 
although there was a regular ckipper 
on board the boat, and, in addition, 
the engineer and the native crew. 
The -manager, whose name _ was 
Young, suggested that he knew of a 
little sheltered cove into which we 
could go and lie up for the night and 
this suggestion was accepted. We 
found that it wag a little bay almost 
entirely land-locked with a very nar- 
row entrance from the sea, a place 
which was hard to get into and harder 
to get out of without running the 
ship on.the rocks. Young was a 
most’ reckless navigator and it was 
rather a wonder to me that he had 
not wrecked his ship long before. 
However, he managed to take us safe- 
ly into the cove and we found anch- 
orage alright and. proceeded to séttle 
down for the night. There was on 
the ship a sort of raised cabin on the

servants were not, however, natives 
of the islands, although they were 
blacks. They were natives of Aus- 
tralia, who, in consequence of the 
adoption by the Australian govern- 
ment of the “All White Australia” 
policy a few ears previously, nad 
been deported forcibly from Australia 
and landed on these islands. From 
the point of view vf these people, this 
was an extraordinarily ‘cruel policy, 
because the natives of the Solomon 
Islands are the merest savages, ready 
and willing to murder, and on occa- 
sion to eat any stranger@ who fall 
within their power, and these Aus- 
tralian negroes were quite unable to 
hold their own against the Solomon 
Islanders. They were, 
forced for safety to take service on 
any terms offered them with the 
white planters and traders in the 
islands, and they did not dare to leave 
the confines of the plantations, other- 
wise they would not have returned. 
When @ reached Australia I found 
that amongst the equipment given to 
me by the company was a revolver. 
I attached no particular importance 
to this at the time, thinking that it 
would never be used unless I was 
going into the jungle, and then only

I had another fairly early example 
of the dangers to which we were all 
exposed when I made 1 little trip in 
the echooner to a somorrhat distant 
island. We were not able to make 
the journey complete in a day and 
we had to find some form of anchor- 
age for the night. -The seas round 
these islands are extremely deep and 
{t is very difficult to find places of 
anchorage. It is impossible as a 
rule merely to cast anchor off-shore. 
We, therefore, debated what. we were 
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salling all night, There were with 


to do as we disliked the idea of 


sleep, and Young and I had our 
stretcher beds placed there for the 
night and the necessary mosquito 
curtains set up and we went peace- 
fully to bed and to sleep. Once or 
twice during the night I was.waked 
up by the aoise of the engineer and 
the skipper, who was named Fraser, 
moving about on the deck. It seemed 
to me that they were making a quite 
unnecessary nuisance of themec!ves 
for they were messing about for no 
apparent purpose with ‘ar.erns and 
making a noise in doing so which it 
seemed to me they could quite easily 
have avoided. However, as I was 
new to the ship and my companions, 
I thought it best not to be fussy and 
simply went to sleep again. In the 
morning we got our ship carefully out 
of the cove, and then it was explained 
to me why Fraser and the engineer 
had resorted to such mysterious man- 
oeuvres during the night. It appear- 
ed that they had not dared to go to 
sleep, being aware of the fact that 
on the last occasion when a similar 
schooner put into the cove for shel- 
ter the whites on board went careless- 
ly off to sleep ond none of them saw 
the dawn, as the natives from the 
forest spotted the ship in the cove, 
,attacked it in the night and killed 
everybody on board. Fraser and the 
engineer, therefore, decided that not 
only would they themselves keep 
awake through the night, but that 
they would see to it that the natives 
who they probably quite rightly be- 
lieved were watching from the shore, 
should know by noises and moving 
lights that people were awake and on 
the alert on board the schooner. It 
did not seem to have occurred to them 
ag desirable to tell 
about this and old Young, beyond a 
jocular question when we were going 
to sleep as to whether I had my little 
friend under my pillow, referring to 
mj' revolver, gave me no hint of the 
possibilities of our situation, an omis- 
sion which perhaps prevented my 
sleep from being even more disturbed 
than it had been by Fraser and the 
engineer. 

The company’s business in the {el- 
ands was the growing of cocoanuts 
and ivory nuts, which were used for 
various purposes such as the making 
of copra and other products. Cocoa- 
nuts grow wild in profusion all over 
the islands, but the trees were so 
crowded together and so tangled with 
jungle that it was mecessary in order 
to get a proper orderly growth to 
make clearings and to grow the treea 
in regular fashion. This involved the 
cutting down of an immense amount 
of magnificent timber. I was amazed 
at first at what seemed to me the 
reckless destruction of great trees 
which would have heen of high value 
usually ring-barked first, which had 
the effect of killing them, and they 
were then chopped down by the na- 
tives, leaving a large stump. As soon 
as the rains came, decay set in in the 
stumps extraordinarily rapidly, and 
it was comparatively easy thereafter 
to get rid of them altogether and lea 3 
the ground clear for planting.

When one 
speaks of houses made of cocoanut 
leaves, it ig well to realise that the 
leaf of the cocoanut palm is quite un- 
like the leaf of the average tree in 
ti2mperate countries. These leaves 
grow somtimes to a length of 20 feet 
and the butt of them where they join 
the tree is thicker than a man’s arm. 
The result {s that one of these leaves 
falling on a man will knock him 
senseless, and as they do fall each 
year when the raing come soon after 
the dry season, anybody who gets in 
the way of a shower of autumn leaves 
in the Solomon Islands is likely -to 
remember the fact for a considerable 
time. Such leaves naturally make 
fine material for building the primi- 
tive huta which are all that the na- 
tives need in that land of almost un- 
varying warmth. There is never any 
cold weather in the Solomon Islands. 
The chief trouble is the other way 
about, namely, the excessive heat 
during the rains. 

Not only are the natives’ houses 
primitive enough, but their dress is 
even more primitive. Some of the 
tribes wear absolutely no clothing 
of any sort. Others aspire to some- 
thing approaching the original fig leaf 
garb recorded as having been intro- 
duced in the Garden of Eden. Alto- 
gether, anybody who wishes to study 
primitive “wild life’ amongst the 
human race could hardly do better 
than to get a job such as I had as 
manager of a trading company in the 
Solomon Islands.

AUTUMN BIRDS’ NESTS 


It might seem almost like a delib- 
erate reversing of the seasons to as- 
sociate birds’ nests with the cold, 
grey skies, damp, silent woods and 
leafles# trees of this time of the 
year. 

This is a good time to find birds’ 
nests, though, and the falling leaves 
have gradually revealed many of the 
secrets of bright spring and summer 
days. 

The little bird home, which we 
knew was somewtere in that bunch 
of brush, and which we often search- 
ed for in vain, pow shows up oOlearly 
amongst the bare twigs. 

A drooping willow branch or hand- 
ful of poplar Jeaves thad effectively 
hidden it from our inquisitive eyes. 

In every bluff we can now see the 
crows nests—too many of them we 
sometimes think. 

The magnpies’ summer home—with 
its domed cover of thorny twigs— 
looks, from distance, like a large 
witch’s broom against the trunk of a 
tree. 

If you -have ever tried to get your 
hand into one to feel for eggs or 
young, you will know that it is quite a 
job to find a way through the rough, 
prickly mass. 

The old birds have things arranged 
with a front and a back door, so that 


Mrs. Mag doesn't need to turn around 
inside, which would spoil her long, 


black tail. 

One of the most conspicuous nests 
of all is that of the redtail hawk. 

Ic is visible half a mile away in the 
top of some big balm tree. 

As usual with this family of hawka 
—sometimes called gopher thawks 
from the number of these rodents they 
kill—the redtail’s nest is used year 
after year. 

Bvery spring the old nest is care- 
fully gone over, the ravages of winter 
storms repaired, and a new lining of 
soft strips of bark, etc., provided for 
the two or three large eggs. 

This is done in early May just as 
the trees are breaking into leaf, and 
at this time the nests often contain a 
few twigs of fresh, green poplar 
leaves. 

It seems an odd fancy for members 
of the fierca hawk family, and makes 
one wonder why. 

Along the edges of the slough, in 
the cat-tails, and sometimes amongst 
the willows, there are dozens of red- 
wing blackbirds’ nests. 

Supported on the upright stalks, 
they are beautiful examples of basket- 
making. 

The nests ara made of dead grass 
and reed stems gathered from the 
water’s edge where they sre moist 
and pliant, and are so deftly woven 
and twined around the supports that 
the whole dries into a ‘firm, compact 
structurg that will sometimes hold 
together for years. 

If we are interested in such things, 
we will see many other nests during

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THE DAY OF DECISION 


Tomorrow is election day, when the 
people of Canada will by their votes 
determine what their government will 
be for perhaps several years, perhaps 
for only a very short time, if no party 
eommands an_ efiective majority. 
The issues have been abundantly put 
before the electors through the press 
and from the platform, and thanks to 
the use of the broadcasting radio de- 
vices more people than ever before 
have been able to hear the chief lead- 
ers in person. 

“While the tariff has been superfici- 
ally the outstanding issue, it has been 
so only because it is the instrument 
or symbol of another and greater is- 
gue. That issue is whether Canada 
is to proceed on a path of vigourous 
independent growth, or is to languish 
in a condition of something like sus- 
pended animation. Once again it is 
the United States which constitutes 
the main problem for Canadians. 
That great and prosperous country 
exercises an inevitable influence on 
Canada, both in respect to trade and 
to population. By her tariff policy 
she affects profoundly the economic 
condition of Canada. By her pros- 
perity she tends to drain from Canada 
the population which alone cam make 
of Canada the great nation which she 
ought to become. The recent tariff 
policy of the United States has had 
& most adverse influence on Canadian 
business prosperity, and unless a 
change can be effected either in that 
policy or in Canada’s attitude towards 
it, the prospect for the immediate fu- 
ture at any rate ig a somewhat dismal 
one. 

The Liberal party and government, 
either from a failure to realise the 
position, or from an attitude towards 
it of comparative complaisance, or 
from sheer lack of initiative and grip, 
have made no effective effort to meet 
the situation, and in the present elec- 
tion have made no suggestion that 
they will make any such effort. In- 
evitably the States, industrially and 
financialty strong, is at a great ad- 
vantage in anything like open trading 
with a country like Canada, compara- 
tively weak in those respects. It is 
to some extent like the competition 
between two business firms, of which 
one has ample capital and etaff, while 
the other has only very limited’ re- 
sources of both, and is rich only in 
the possession of products for which 
there is as yet no market available 
except through the rival firm, which 
will take only what it wante and on 
its own terms. Under such circum- 
stances the large ‘firm tends to be- 
come larger, the smal! firm tends to 
dwindle. If, ‘however, the small firm 
can make a business alliance with 
another strong firm, which wil sup- 
ply both capital and staff, and with 
such an alliance at its back says bold- 
ly to the large rival: “If you won't 
take all our products on fair terms, 
you shall not have any of them at 
all, and we know that you need some 
of them badly,” then the position is 
entirely changed. That is more or 
less the Conservative policy, that 
Canada shall cease to adopt towards 
the States an attitude of meek ac- 
quiescence in all trading relatione, 
and should on the contrary make 
such conditions for the use of her 
products as will bring to Canada the 
greatest amount of population and 
profit from their manufacture, and at 
the same time make a vigourous use 
of the imperial alliance with Great 
Britain to bring in the capital and 
population needed to make Canada a 
great and populous country. It is 
really Canadian economic independ- 
ence which is at stake in this elec- 
tion, and involved in that economic 
independence is the vital question of 
population, which alone can bring an 
equivalent growth in prosperity. It 
seems to be an occasion on which the 
Conservative policy should appeal to 
Canadians more than the Liberal pol. 
icy. It is to be hoped for Canada’s 
sake that the vote of the people to- 
morrow will show them decisively on 
the Conservative side.

THE BOYS AMONGST US 

This week there is being held in 
Red Deer a conference of those who 
are interested in work amongst boys. 
It is often said at the present tima 
that the young people are not looked 
after as they used to be and as thay 
ought to be, that they are allowed to 
go their own way and do as they 
please with resulta which are ad. 
Yet there has probably never been a 
time when so much thought has been 
given to the training of boys by men 
and women not directly responsible 
for them either as parents or teachers. 
There are a number of onganizations 
actively engaged in the task of heip- 
ing growing boys to become healthy, 
upright men, and doing so from no 
other motive than a sense “f public 
duty and moral responeibility. Such 
work as is done thy the Boy Scouts 
organization and others of the same 
type all over the world {s quite im- 
possible of valuation in ordinary 
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terms. ‘It is entirely good, and thosa 
who give their time to it ought to be 
recognised as citizens of the highest 
class. There are, however, certain 
considerations’ which should be kept 
in mind in this connection. No or- 
ganization can or ought to try to take 
the place of -the boys’ parents. It is 
they who are primarily responsible 
for their boys, and if they sit loose 
to that responsibility, no organisa- 
tions can replace their work. Parents 
who lightheartedly devote themselves 
to bridge parties and pasa off the 
thought of-their children with a care- 
less remark that they are at the Boy 
Scouts’ hut for the evening, need not 
be surprised if in the end it turns 
out that the boys were anywhere but 
at the Boy Scouts’ hut. 

It is a matter for regret that there 
appears to be developing between the 
different organizations for such work 
aigns of jealousy and rivalry such as 
have been so lamentably common 
amongst the many sects of the Christ- 
ian church from time immemorial. 
Perhaps it is inevitable that different 
views should be taken about the meth- 
ods of work, but if professional work- 
ers are going to regard one another 
with merely professional jealousy, 
then the essence of the work will suf- 
fer fatally. The question of these 
professional workers is a very im- 
portant one in this respect. In work 
of this nature the professional worker 
is undesirable, and if the growth of 
organisation makea him to some ex- 
tent a necessity, his employment 
should be kept to the lowest possible 
limits. Otherwise there will certainly 
creep into the work an atmosphere 
of ‘hypocrisy, a spurious enthusiasm 
for ideals, concealing a real enthu- 
siasm for salaries. Already it seems 
possible at times to detect a false 
note here and there amongst the 
speeches and the tones of the workers. 
{t is a fortunately rare note, but it is 
there, and unless it is closely watched 
for and got rid of when it occurs, it 
will tend to vitiate the whole har- 
mony and purity of the work. That 
work is far too good, far too valuable 
in a critical period of human history 
for any weaknesses to be allowed to 
enter into it that can be possibly 
avoided. 


TURBANS IN TURKEY 


In the Jast year or so there have 
taken place in Turkey changes, 
which may be superficial in appear- 
ance, but which seem to represent 
something like a, complete revolution 
in national feeling. It will be remem- 
bered that after the sensational vic- 
tory of the Turks under Mustapha 
Kemal Pasha over the Greeks in Asia 
Minor in 1921, Turkey by one step 
after another changed her constitu- 
tion. First the Sultan was stripped 
of his authority as temporal monarch. 
Then he lost his position ag religious 
chief or Caliph of the Faithful, the 
Mohammedans. Then a full-blown 
republic was proclaimed in Turkey, 
with Kemal Pasha as _ President, 
though actually it was not a republic 
but a sHghtly veiled dictatorghip or 
at best an oligarchy. Once he was 
securely in power, Kemal Pasha be- 
gan to show that he cared little or 
nothing for time-honored social and 
religious customs as for constitutional 
ones. Under his encouragement or 
at least with his connivance and that 
of his associates, the ladies of Turkey 
began to abandon the custom of 
wearing’ heavy veils in public, until 
now they have reached such a point 
of emancipation that there has even 
been mixed bathing tolerated at some 
of the Turkish coast resorte. Other 
innovations have followed. Formerly 
it has been the rigid custom of Mo- 
hammedans such as the Turks that 
no headgear may be worn which pre- 
vents a man from laying his forehead 
in the dust at the daily hours of prayer 
without removing such ‘headgaar. 
Hence the perpetuation of the fez as 
the accepted headgear in Turkey. The 
army was the firet sphere in which 
Kemal Pasha changed the fez. He 
and his leading officers appeared in 
public wearing peaked military caps 
of the regular European pattern, and 
civillans quickly began to follow the 
example of their President and to 
wear ordinary European hats. Then 
Kemal Pasha turned his attention to 
the religious orders of the country 
and particularly to the dervishes 
‘He denounced them, and there seems 
to be no doubt he did so with entire 
justification, ag mere idle beggars, 
with no rightful claim whatever to 
be regarded as holy men. He has en- 
acted that the numbers of recognised 
dignitaries or ecclesiastics shall be 
striotly limited, and that only those 
officially recognised shall wear the 
garb of holy men, including the tur- 
ban. He has expressed himself with 
regard to the turban in most disre- 
spectful fashion, indicating that he 
considers it not only of no particular 
sanctity, but even as a stupid and un- 
desirable form of headgear. These 
are changes which a few years ago 
would have been regarded as abso- 
lutely certain to provoke violent op- 
position among the faithful followers 
of Islam, but they have been received 
in Turkey with hardly a murmur of 
protest. The significance of thia is 
considerable. It appears to mean 
that at last the long reign of historic 
religious obscurantism in the Mo- 
hammedan world is coming to an end, 
and that an awakening is taking place 
which may become of vital import- 
ance not only to Mohammedans but 
to the whole world. Just asthe ig: 
norant superstition of the Chriatian 
ecclesiastics checked the progress of 
science in Western Europe for a con 
siderable period, so the dead. tyranny 
of the Koran and its votanies has ar- 
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rested progress in the Mohammedan |* Syiaaapres 
world, and the lifting of that burden | 


might well have an incalculable effect 
over a vast number of human: beinge. 
There is another incident- of recent 
date ‘pointing in the same direction 
from a countny with close historic 
links with Turkey. In Egypt during 
this summer there has taken place the 
religious trial of one of the teachers 
in the Mohammedan (College, who has 
been tried for preaching unorthodox 
doctrines. His attitude towards the 
official heads in Egypt of the Mo- 
hammedan religion seems to have 
been not unlike that of Luther to the 
headg of the Catholic Church of his 
day, and like Luther he has been con- 
demned by his church and deprived 
of his authority within the church. 
That he should have appeared. on the 
stage of the Mohammedan religious 
world at all shows that there is a 
new spinit abroad in that world, and 
it may be that Islam is about to ex- 
perience its reformation. What that 
will mean for Islam and the whole 
world it is impossible to forecast, but 
it ia certainly well worth while watch- 
ing developments in the immediate 
future.

SPEECH IN ' 
RED DEER; 


At the ‘Conservative Provincial Con- 
vention of last week, when W. E. 
Payne was chosen as the Conserva- 
tive candidate for the forthcoming 
Alberta provincial election, A. A. Mc- 


|Gillivray, K.C., of Calgary, the leader 


of the Provincial Conservative party, 
delivered a long speech reviewing the 
provincial political situation. Before 
Mr. McGillivray spoke, Mr. Payne, 
the newly. chosen candidate, said a 
few words of thanks for the honor 
conferred on him by:-the nomination 
‘and expressed his readiness to put 
himself at the disposal of the public 
interest. Of-the others whose names 
had been put before the-Convention 
N. Blades withdrew. and. W. J. Bot 
terill, in a short but frank and pleas- 
ing speech, explained that he was not 
in a position for business reasons to 
allow his name ‘to be put before the 
Convention. 

Mr. McGillivray said that he was 
proud of the candidate who had just 
been selected for the Red Deer con- 
stituency. He had no need to be 
ashamed of being adawyer, for wher- 
ever civilization went, there also went 
Jaw and lawyers. With respect to our 
public problems it was wholly desir- 
able that there should be no mixing 
of dominion and provincial issues. 
The tariff, for instance, was a wholly 
dominion issue and ought not to be 
brought into provincial politics. It 
had been suggested that because Al- 
berta was,a predominantly agricul- 
tural country, tlre people should there- 
fore support the Greenfleld govern- 
ment as a farmers’ government, but 
even if every Conservative in the 
election! contest was elected, there 
could be no doubt that most of them 
would be agriculturists and therefore 
entirely fitted to represent agricul- 
tural constituencies. It was not true 
that the Conservatives were opposed 
to the U.F.A. He believed that the 
U.F.A. could do great good in the 
spheres of economics and social work. 
It could make the country more at- 
tractive to young people and stop the 
drift to the cities which resulted from 
the absence of social attractions in 
the country. It could deal with prob- 
lems of marketing and of scientific 
farming and of agricultural botany, 
but it was a mistake to bring into 
such an organization the discords of 
politics. The U.F.A. ought to include 
all parties for the consideration of 
farming and not political problems. 
Bringing politics into the U.F.A. tend- 
ed to set class against class, which 
was a mistake. ‘He did not want to 
discuss dominion politics. He merely 
wished to draw their attention to the 
statements of the opposing leaders as 
published in McLean’s Magazine, 
where Mr. Mackenzie King said that 
as long as Canada had a national debt 
free trade was impossible, and Mr. 
Meighen said that while a protective 
policy was necessary, it must be rela- 
tive and compatible with that of other 
countries, If their tariff was low,

Mr. Mitchell becoming ‘the financial 
guide of the Province, and remaining 
so till he landed the Province in. bank- 
ruptcy.- ‘The Greenfield’ group were 
entirely honest gentlemen, but that 
was not enough to redeem .the situa- 
tion. He gave a detailed statement 
from the public accounts of the sums 
added yearby year to-the public debt 
by the Liberals, which showed that 
between 1911 and. 1921 some. 55 mil- 


lions of dollars had been added to 


Alberta’s debt. In the last year. of 
Liberal power, which happened to be 


‘the election year, no less than 16 mil- 


lions: were so added. It was therefore 
with sympathy that the Conservatives 
watched the fight of the Farmers’ 
party in 1921 to oust the Liberals 
from power, and if the Greenfield 
group had lived up to the ‘hopesen- 
tertained of them, they would still 
enjoy the sympathy of the Conserva: 
tives. After all, we were only a glori- 
fied city council, even if we must have 
parties to form governments. If a 
way could be found by the Conserva- 
tives out of the {financial morass, 
might not the Conservatives fairly ask 
the farmers to help them, as the Con- 
servatives helped the farmers in 
1921? 

In 1921 the Farmers’ party went into 
power, and im the next four years they 
added 24 millions to the provincial 
debt. Though they were’ perfectly 
honest, they were unable to cope with 
the situation, and he suggested that 
the Conservatives could hardly do 
worse. The Farmers’ government had 
never balanced their budget in spite 
of imposing all sorts of taxes and 
bringing the revenue up from 8 mil- 
lions in.1921 to 1044 millions in 1924. 
If the limit of taxation ‘had been 
reached, what was.to be done about 
it? It was impoasible to repudiate 
our debts. A party must be found 
with a constructive policy to remedy 
the situation. The Liberals had no 
such policy. The Farmers said 
the Liberals were both incompetent 
and dishonest, but he did not intend 
to go into that. The Farmers had 
made petty economies and discharged 
a few school inspectors, but the Con- 
servatives said that they would adopt 
a policy of not spending and would 
balance their budget in the first year 
of power. If it was possible for the 
Province to live on 6 millions of in- 
come on the past, it could live on that 
now. Except for British Columbia, 
Alberta now had the heaviest per 
capita debt of all the provinces of 
Canada. The per capita debts were: 
B.C., $101; Alberta, $88; Manitoba, 
$53. 00; New Brunswick, $46; Nova 
Scotia, $35; Saskatchewan, $33; On- 
tario, $380; Quebec, $33; Prince Ed- 
ward Island, $10. The Conservativeg 
had another remedy for the present 
state of affairs. That was the re- 
turn of capital to Alberta. 'The man- 
ner in which the security of mortgage 
lenders had been destroyed by the 
legislature of Alberta was immoral 
and unjust, and the result of it had 
been to deprive the borrowers of 
Alberta af their personal credit, 
with results which had fallen on the 
farmers most severely. Practically 
all corpcrations had ceased to lend 
money in Alberta. Yet all this policy 
had been introduced ostensibly to 
protect the farmers, but really to get 
tneir votes. Norv ihe day of account. 
ing had arrived, and confidence in 
Alberta was gone so far as the finan- 
cial corporations were concerned. 
Such was the written opinion of the 
Association of Loan Companies of Al- 
berta. That destructive and unjust 
legislation had been passed by the 
Liberals and retained and added to 
by the Farmers’ government. Would 
any one lend while either of ‘these 
governments were in power in ‘Al- 
berta? This view of the situation was 
confirmed by the Farm and Ranch Re 
view, a paper owned and run by far 
mers for farmers, which said tat 
the supposed protection given to the 


ithe Government, the municipalities 
and the storekeepers. In Alberta 
credit had gone and population was 
going. The Conservative policy was, 
first, economy, second, the  restora- 
tion of credit to help agriculture and 
bring back capital by the repeal of 
this dishonest legislation; and third, 
popwation. We had been losing our 
people. Alberta was in urgent need 
of population. Out of 100 million 
acres of arable land in the province 
only 8 million had so far been crop- 
ped. He quoted the Winnipeg Free 
Press and the Toronto Saturday 
Night in support of the view that we 
were not getting anything like the 
immigration we needed. Moreover. 
while the numbers were insufficient, 
the class was not good, and far too 
many of the immigrants drifted into 
the towns instead of staying on the 
land. In 1921 Alberta had a rural 
population of 365,000, and an urban 
pepulation of 222,000, far too high a 
Proportion in an agricultural prov: 
ince, The only way to stem the 
mouniing flood of debt was to get 
added population, so that the burden 
of debt might’ be spread over addi- 
tional shoulders. A debt chat was 
crushing for half a million people 
wouid be light for three or four mil- 
lions. That population must be agri- 
cultural, not urban. We had failed 
in looking after the settler when he 
wits here. He quoted the Director of 
Publicity for the Government at Ot- 
tawa as saying that there were no 
accurate #overnment statistics of the 
emigration from Canada to the States, 
which showed an inexcusable failure 
on the part of the Canadian Govern. 
ment. The United States figures and 
Canadian census returns proved the 
exodus to the States in recent yaars, 
and showed that there was a defi- 
clency of 2 millions of people in Can- 
ade as compared with what thera 
should have been if conditions had 
been normal. Mr. Joseph Shaw, the 
Independent member for Calgary, had 
strled that in spite of the ‘argest crop 
in tne h.story of Canada, agricultural 
conditions in the West were thor- 
oughly bad. For every four native 
born Canadians in Canada there was 
now one

THE LATE JAS. MARLES

He was an Englishman by birth and

was at Coff’s harbor, New South 
Wales. He was always interested in 
gold rushes, and when a younger man 
took part in them in Australia, Cali- 
fornia, and British Columbia, He came 
to Willowdale some 17 or 18 years ago, 
and farmed there until he had to sell 
out in 1916, owing to his sons William 
and John having gone to the war. He 
has since been in business in Calgary. 

Mr. Marles was a fine, upstanding 
Englirhman, always ready to stand 
up {.. king and country. . His high- 
pitched voice could be often heard as 
he laid down the law to some opposi- 
tionist and strove to bring him to a 
sense of his duty. He was a warm 
supporter of all good movements, pro- 
viding they conformed to his ideas of 
what was right. He stood by the Con- 
servatives and the Unionists while a 
resident of this district.
